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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The second limitation of the independent claims 1, 
8 and 15 have been amended to recite: " a proper noun identification notation generating section for generating a notation (in the first 
language) to identify a proper noun described in the second language, where the phrase inside the parenthesis corresponds to the 
amended part of the said claim. The said amendment alters the scope of the independent claims and therefore requires new search and 
examination. Specifically the requirement that the proper noun presented in one language while its notation (e.g. acronym) presneted in 
another language was absent before, and previously the two could be presented in one language although the proper noun itself translated 
into another language. Indeed the applicant on page 15, the second paragraph expresses that the amendment is "to clarfiy the above 
features so as to patentably distinguishe over Kugimiya" (US 5,161,105). Furthermore all of the applicants remarks on pages 15 and 16 
such as displaying a notation (e.g. an acronym) in a first language with its proper noun in a second language in pair (REMARKS pag 16 
second paragraph last 4 lines) result from the said amendment. The examiner needs to examine the new amended features and their 
independent claims to assess their allowability 
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
